THE GAELIC LEAGUE. 
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REVISED CONSTITUTION. 

The new constitution of the Gaelic League, 
which was adopted by the adjourned Con- 
ference of delegates which was held at head- 
quarters, Parnell square, Dublin, in Easter 
week, has now been issued by the newly- 
formed Executive Committee. ‘The cirief inno- 
vations relate to associate membership, dis 
trict branches, and the mode of electing the 
Executive Committee, and ats division into 
five sections. 

The changes tend towards devolution in the 
departments of organisation and administra 
tion; and yet, it is. stated, the central 
authority as, in many respects, been 
strengthened. The objects of the organisation 
remain the same as before—the restoration 
of Irish as a living national language, with 
a view to making Ireland once more a free 
Gaelic nation. ‘There will in future be two 
classes of members—(a) Delegates elected 
annually by the branchés to represent them 
on the local branch committee; and (hb) 
associate members, who will include not only 
the pioneers and veteran Gaelic League 
workers, but all who are interested in the 
revival. Associate members, before being en- 
rolled, must sign a form pledging adherence 
to the rules and constitution of the League. 
A branch may be established in every town 
(cities may, subject to sanction, have several 
branches), parish, or half parish, but two 
branches may not be established in any such 
area except with the express sanction of the 
Executive. No. branch shall consist of less 
than ten members, and they should meet once 
a week and encourage the members to 
practice constantly the speaking of Irish. The 
annual Convention will be held at Easter. 
Rules are laid down for the election of the 
Executive, which shall consist of forty mem- 
bers—twenty for Dublin and five for each o 
the four provinces. Politics are to be de- 
barred at the meetings. 

Arrangements are already far advanced to 
infuse fresh vigour into the movement 
throughout the country.

A WOMAN’S COMPLAINT, 
TO THE FEDITOR OF THF IRISH TIMES. 

Sir.—-Who is responsible for the indecent 
fact that no provision whatever is made for 
females who must attend—and often wait for 
hours, as I did in the rain lately—at the 
District Court, Inns quay? Unable to get 
into the crowded court itself, not allowed 
to stand on the stairs or passage, through 
which workmen were carrying blocks cf 
concrete and planks, yet compelled to stay 
near in case we should be called for, a 
number of us took refuge outside, without 
shelter or a seat. A young mother from the 
country was nursing her baby on a block of 
wet concrete which an anxious father nad 
provided. A kind workman gave me a piece 
of wood; others sat on heaps of rubbish, etc. 
Mutual misery drew us together and, after 
consultation, I volunteered to make inquiries. 

A fatherly policeman was most sympathetic. 
He said that the only thing to do was to 
apply to the Matron of the Bridewell, sho 
would attend to me, may be. I returned to 
the waiting groups. I shall not soon forget 
their faces when I repeated his advice. Th 
Bridewell! Plainly they would rather die 
than enter there. I, however, being a dour 
Northern, determined to make the attempt. 
The friendly officer escorted me to the door 
of the Bridewell, handed me over to 
officials (male) in uniform, who, in turn, 
politely escorted me to a warder, who, after 
closely inspecting me through a glass door, 
opened it and demanded my business. “I 
want to see the Matron, please.’’ By~this 
time my knees were shaking and I felt like 
® criminal—so awful is the atmosphere of 
bridewells. However, the Matron presently 
came to the rescue and conveyed me, wi 
jangling keys and sympathetic noise, to—a 
prison cell. 

Ir the interest of common humanity and 
decency, sir, will you publish these facts’— 
Yours, etc., “E.M.M."”

Sir James Craig made this declaration | 


in the Northern Parliament yesterday, fol- 
lowing a denunciation of the continued 
existence of the Special Constabulary in 
the six counties by Mr. Devlin and Mr. 
McAlister, after the latter had moved a 
reduction of £250,000 on the Report stage 
of £629,951 vote for the R.U.C. 

Sir James Craig that, although the 
Roman Catholics were entitled to 1,000 out 
of 13,000 in the R.U.C., only 500 had come 
forward. 

The cost of the Special Constabulary, added 
Sir James Craig, had cost Northern Ireland 
nothing. 

NATIONALIST CRITICISM. 

Mr. Devlin interjected that they were only 
getting their own money back from England, 
and when Sir James was contrasting the cost 
of the Free State Army and the Civic Guards 
with the cost of the police in the six counties, 
Mr. Devlin again interrupted, and suggested 
that the cost of the British Army stationed in 
the North should be added to the cost of the 
North police. 

To this Sir James replied, that, even then, 
the figure would be lower than that of the 
Free State 

Mr. McAlister (Nationalist), moving the 
reduction, admitted the necessity for a 
thoroughly efficient regular, police force, but 
he held that for a fraction of the present 
amount a highly efficient force more con- 
sistent with the financial resources of the pro- 
vince could be maintained. At present the 
police force cost £2,600,000, or approximately 
the same amount as education. 

Mr. Devlin said that in Northern Ireland 
they had one full-time policeman for every 
160 of the population—that was one for every 
thirty families, and 
cluded it would mean ene policeman for every 
six families. 

Was it any wonder. he declared amidst 
laughter from both sides of the House, that 
they were law-abiding’ They could not help 
being law-abiding under such circumstances. 

INHERENT HOSTILITY.: 

Nearly three months ago, continued Mr. 
Devlin, Mr. Churchill stated in the Imperial 
Parliament that Sir James Craig had given 
him every hope that if the state of peace con- 
tinued, as the trusted it would during the 
present year, the demobilisation of the Specials 
would be rapid and complete. 

Mr. Devlin suggested they should clarify 
the different sections of police they had in 
the community. There were the “‘A’”’ Specials, 
the 'B'' Specials, the *‘C One,” and 'C 
Two's.’ In fact, they had almost exhausted 
the whole alphabet. 

He strongly objected to the “ B ' Specials 
owing to his inherent hostility to two classes— 
lay preachers and civilians as policemen. 
(Laughter.) He thought civilian policing was 
an indefensible method of maintaining Jaw. 
These men were armed with a little brief 
authority—and a revolver. 

He would like the Prime Minister to say 
whether there was a parallel for this condition 
of affairs in any community in the world. The 
entire cost of the police force, so far as he could 
gather, was £1,693,951. In Scotland, with a 
population of five millions, the cost ol the 
police was £1,959,000. 

THE “8” SPECIALS. € 

Mr. Grant said that the reason the 'B. 
Special police was criticised was because it 
was composed largely of Protestants and 
loyalists. 

"Mr. T. McAllister (Nationalist) said that 
Mr. Grant had stated exactly the reason why 
hey objected to the “B” Constabulary, 
nn Be it was a sectarian and Protestant 
force. 

Sir Dawson Bates—The “B’’ force is open 
to all creeds and classes if they care to come 
forward. 

Mr. McAllister—I prefer to accept the 
statement of Mr. Grant. He says he was one 
of the first members of it. 

Mr. Devlin—And he is a private still. 
(Laughter.) 

Mr. ‘McAllister then complained of the 
abominably ignorant manner in which people 
in motor cars were held up by the Special 
Constabulary. 

Sir James Craig—I have myself frequently 
been held up by ‘‘B’”’ Constabulary, and 
congratulated them on their efficiency. 

SHORT MEMORIES. 

Sir Robert Anderson said that certain 
people had very short memories; they must 
have forgotten that the Northern territory 
was invaded by armed men, who carried 
across the border a number of people. The ‘‘ B’’ 
Special Constabulary brought this state of 
affairs to an end. It was the Special police 
that really brought peace to the border. 

The late Mr. Michael Collins had nothing 
to do with arranging the proportion of 
Catholics in the R.U.C., but the proportion 
of one-third was fixed by a committee of 
that House. 

He resented Mr. Devlin s assertions that 
Northern lreland was financially tied to Great 
Britain, and pointed out that the bill which 
Mr. Devlin and his party were prepared to 
accept from Mr. Asquith’s Government in 
1914 did not contain financial independence. 
They wished well to Southern Ireland and 
would say to it: “Let it mind its own terri- 
tory and we will mind ours. We will work on 
our own lines and they on theirs.” Both 
could work together for the good of the 
peoples over whom they had jurisdiction, 

Mr. James Gyle declared that, while he 
supported the Government, he hoped it would 
not be necessary, as the Prime Minister sug- 
gested, to retain the 'B” Specials for any 
great length of time. 3 

The amendment to the R.U.C. vote was 
withdrawn, and Mr. McAllister moved it on 
the Special Constabulary vote. It was de- 
feated by 26 votes to 5, and the estimate was 
passed.

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INTERFERER TRACED. 


The Times says that on Monday night the 
station which has been interfering on the 
s-uth coast of England was discovered to be 
an experimental station of a certain Paris 
firm. It was working on 372.5 metres, and 
its. calls were intercepted by a prominent 
amateur in England, although no communica- 
tion has been received from it by British 
officials. It is presumed that the alteration 
to 372.5 metres was in consequence of the 
publicity given to the matter in the Press.

GOVERNMENT ASKED TO TAKE 
THEM OVER. 


At the’ meeting of the Wexford County 
Council on Monday Mr. J. Cummins proposed 
that the Local Government Department be re. 

uested to devise and develop a settled and 
considered road policy to meet the present 
problem of vt repair. lt was hein 
recogmised that a considerable portion of the 
money*at present spent on. roads was wasted 
In the County Wexford they found that in a 
few weeks aiter repairs were effected on the 
main roads they were again in an unsatis- 
factory condition owing to heavy lorry traffic. 
They realised that it would be a retrograde 
step to interfere with these vehicles, and 
recognised that the roads should be main- 
tained so as to meet all possible trafic. As 
the present methods were completely out of 
date, they considered that the reconstruction 
of roads that were being used by lorry traffic 
should begin at once, and to enable this to be 
done steps should be taken to provide a loan 
of, say, £3,000,000, of which the Government 
would provide £1,000,000, those interested 
in motor traffic and the local authorities 
similar amounts, further loans on the same 
basis to be provided as necessity arose.

Taxes and Loans. 


The Free State Finance Bill passed 
through its second stage in Dail Eireann 
yesterday. The Minister announced at the 
outset that the Government would not ac- 
cept. any amendments in Committee which 
would have the effect of causing substan- 
tial losses to the Treasury, and said that, 
if the Dail should pass such amendments, 
he would be forced to consider the exten- 
sion of certain taxes in order to main- 
tain the revenue at an adequate level. 
Nevertheless, we hope that the Bill 
will receive the fullest possible discussion, 
more especially in regard to the new im- 
port duties. Mr. Blythe proposes to make 
one small concession in respect of the 
duty on wearing apparel. He announced 
that clothing which was sent to the Free 
State for charitable purposes would be 
admitted free. This relief will banish 
anxiety from the minds of hundreds of 
poor people throughout the country, and 
we suggest that the principle might be ex- 
tended to charitable offerings of all kinds. 
Some months ago, when the West of Ire- 
land was in the grip of incipient famine, 
a large firm in England offered to send a 
ton of chocolate to Connaught to help to 
keep the hunger. We 
understand, however, that this offer was 
withdrawn promptly when the firm in 
question was informed that duty must be 
paid on the chocolate. This kind of red 
tape is merely irritating, and steps ought 
to be taken in Committee to put an end 
to it.

Mr. Blythe made no secret of the fact 
that, if the tax revenue this year does not 
show an improvement on that of last year, 
there will be a deficit next March. 
Budget speech last month the 
Minister gave a definite promise that no 
new import duties would be imposed on 
manufactured goods during the lifetime of 
the present Parliament. He announces 
he was careful to make no 
mention of agricultural produce, and that, 
when he comes to make up his next Budget, 
he will consider “ what can be done ” to 
tax imported bacon, butter, eggs, etc. 
Naturally, the farmers, who are opposed to 
protection when it applies to manu- 
factured goods, are strongly in favour 
of its application to their own in- 
dustry; and a tariff on imported food- 
stuffs would provide an easy source cf 
revenue. In 1924 the Free State im- 
ported ‘‘ meat.” to the total value of 
£2,166,439, including nearly £2,000,000 
worth of bacon. Its butter imports 
amounted to £738,503, while no less than 
700,000 barrels of oats came into the 
country. Yet, apart from the objection 
that a tariff on foodstuffs would in- 
crease the cost of living in the Free State, 
there are several reasons why Mr. Blythe 
should hesitate before he embarks on any 
such adventure. A large volume of im- 
ported foodstuffs comes from sister 
Dominions, as well as from Denmark and 
Holland; and, if the Free State should 
raise a tariff wall against them, it -would 
defeat the whole object of Imperial 
Preference. Trade between the Free State 
and Northern Ireland would be paralysed, 
and retaliation would be invited—possibly 
with disastrous results.

The way to prosperity in the Free State 
does not lie through the uncharted jungle 
of protective tariffs, but along the well- 
trodden road of increased production.

slightly too hopeful when he talks about 
the raising of large sums of money by loan 
‘for the Shannon scheme, the Barrow 
drainage scheme, and, perhaps, for 
housing.” Nowadays money is extremely 
“-tight.” The Government of New Zealand 
recently fidated a 44 per cent. loan of 
£7,000,000 at 944, but the underwriters 
were left with 85 per cent. of it on their 
hands. A £6,000,000 loan on identical 
terms was floated by the London County 
Council, which administers an enormous'y 
wealthy area, and the underwriters were 
forced to take up 75 per cent. of it. 
In the case of the Niger Company's 
issue of £4,000,000 54 per cent. Guaranteed 
Debentures at 97, only 45 per cent. was 
subscribed by the investing public. 
Thus the raising of a large loan 
by the Free State Government is not likely 
to be quite so simple a process as Mr, 
Blythe seems to think. We have no doubt 
that the money for the Shannon scheme 
could be raised in London to-morrow on 
very easy terms, on condition that it should 
be spent chiefly in the purchase of British- 
made goods; but gold is an entirely 
different matter. London's conditions are 
reflected in Dublin. The Irish investor 
must be given very favourable terms before 
he will sink his money in an internal 
loan, and we suspect that Mr. Blythe's 
vision of large withdrawals from British 
investments is too highly coloured. 
Certainly, the prospect of a ‘‘ protected " 
country will not improve the chances of 
a loan.

Free State Doctors. 

Our readers will recall the alarm with 
which the medical profession in the Free 
State discovered that self-sovernment hai 
deprived it of its privileges under the 
British Medical Acts. Until the Free 
State was founded the graduates from all 
our Irish medical schools had the right of 
admission to the British Medical Register 
—a status which is held in the highest 
esteem throughout the world, is superior 
to the status of Colonial doctors, and opens 
the door to the best positions in all the 
imperial services. So essential to pro- 
fessional success is membership of the 
British Medical Register that, if the 
privilege had been lost in the Free State, 
there would have been a general exodus 
of medical students to Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland; our Southern medical 
schools would have ceased to exist, and 
our universities would have received a 
crippling blow. Fortunately, the General 
Medical Council had no desire to inflict 
these injuries and was quite willing that 
the disconcerting effects of self-government 
should be remedied by legislation in the 
Imperial and Free Sfate Parliaments. The 
Free State Government, however, was slow 
to move, and the legislation, when it came, 
was passed only in the nick of time and 
was not a final settlement. In February 
the Oireachtas passed an Act which 
safeguards the British Medical Register 
in the Free State for a period of twelve 
months. The existing position was ex- 
plained yesterday to the British Medical 
by its President, Sir Donald 
Macalister. He pointed out that, while 
the complementary British legislation will 
be introduced at an early date, the Free 
State’s temporary Act will expire in 
February, 1926, when the former condi- 
tions of danger and uncertainty will be 
renewed. Sir Donald Macalister made 
another statement which will startle the 
Irish public. It appears that, 
regularising the medical situation for one 
year, the Oireachtas made no similar pro- 
vision in the case of dentists. To-day, 
therefore, the General Medical Council and 
the Dental Board have no authority to 
supervise dental qualifications in the Free

Moreover, the necessary legislation ought 
to be introduced without further delay. 
The issues at stake are too serious to be 
made the sport of accident, and our 
medical schools cannot desire a repetition 
of last February's race against time. 


Motor Ships. 


Writing in the Datly Telegraph, Lord 
Bearsted draws attention to the backward- 
ness of Britain in the building of motor 
ships. The steamship is losing its pre- 
eminence, and already motor ships account 
for nearly one-half of the tonnage under 
construction in the shipyards of the 
world. Britain is building only one in 
three of the motor ships, and but for her 
steamships—which are becoming obsolete— 
she would be no longer the chief shipbuild- 
ing nation. The motor ship has many 
advantages over the steam-driven vessel. 
It can travel the same distance, bearing 
the same freight, by the expenditure of 
only one quarter as much fuel. Since its 
engines and fuel chambers occupy less bulk, 
it can carry larger cargoes. It requires a 
much smaller crew. The only cause for 
the continued building of steamships in 
preference to rivals which can run so much 
more economically has been the reluctance 
of countries possessing coal deposits to 
become dependent on foreign fuels. This 
consideration weighed heavily with the 
Germans. but since the loss of their coal 
mines they are caring little whether 
they buy coal or oil for their fleets. Ger- 
many since the war has built large 
numbers of motor ships for her own mer- 
cantile marine and for foreign purchasers ; 
and it is feared by many far-seeing 
Englishmen that German enterprise thus 
may wrest from Britain a vast share of the 


carrying trade and the shipbuilding in- 
dustry. When all the nations of Europe 


possessing sea-going vessels are adopting 
the cheaper fuel, Britain no longer can 
reap great advantages from her coal. To- 
day South Wales steam-coal costs at the 
ports 25s. a ton against 10s. a ton in 
the early years of this century. Either 
the mines or the shipyards, it seems, must 
suffer by the development of the motor 
ship; but if Britain loses her supremacy 
as a shipbuilding nation, she will lose the 
foundation of her power. 


The Drain of Art. 


It is a sad commentary on the trend of 
the times that the National Art Collections 
Fund should be required to preserve 
Britain’s art treasures for the land of 
their origin. Almost every week works of 
art are thrown*on the market by needy 
possessors whose forefathers amassed what 
now is being dispersed. One by one the 
stately homes of England, with their lovely 
works gathered in days when the nation 
was rich enough to afford the abundant 
patronage of art, are being dissolved and 
their precious things auctioned to enable 
the last heirs to pay crushing death duties 
and servants’ ever-mounting wages. Of 
650 Rembrandts 120 now are in the United 
States ; of 200 pictures by Franz Hals fifty 
are in American private collections—and 
so, in like proportion, with other great 
masters. Most of America’s gains are from 
England, and many a family has lost from 
its storied walls ancestral portraits that 
now hang in foreign mansions. At the 
annual meeting of the supporters of the 
Fund, which has been organised to preserve 
what may be saved ol Britain’s art, the 
Archbishop of York said that the worth 
of a nation should be marked by the 
possession of the largest possible number 
of beautiful things available for the 
largest possible number of its people. The 
tearing of art collections from their most 
appropriate setting in the homes which 
reflected the magnificence of the eighteen‘h 
century was pathetic; but their going over- 
seas for the permanent impoverishment of 
the nation of their origin was disastrous. 
It is disquieting to consider that, while 
small support is found for the effort to 
keep classic Gainsboroughs and Raeburns 
in England, public money can be span: 
on freakish modern sculpture in Hyde 
Park.

A BELFAST ARTIST. 


EXHIBITION IN 


The pictures of Mr. William Conor, 
of Belfast, which are on view at 7 
St. Stephen's Green, Dublin, are a gratifying 
relief from the dulness of most exhibitions 
of painting in the city. Mr. Conor has a 
style of his own. He is not influenced by the 
Dublin school, which has produced some good 
paintings and many atrocities He makes no 
pretensions to fashionable idiosyncrasies; but 
there is a vigour and a freshness about all his 
SE which lifts it at once out of the common 
ruck. 


DUBLIN. 


Mr. Conor, if you will, is a parochial 
artist. His subjects are drawn exclusively 
from Belfast and its immediate neighbour- 
hood. But he has succeeded in creating a 
folk art which is even more racy of the 
Northern soil than that of Mr. Jack Yeats 1s 
of the South. His drawings are remarkable 
They depict that aspect of Belfast life which 
is the basis of its distinctive character. Those 
mill girls are the real women of Belfast; 
those shipyard workers are unmistakable. 
There is robustness and truth in every one of 
Mr. Conor's drawings. The two women gossip- 
ing in the street, with the three sturdy chuil- 
dren clutching at their shawls, offer an ex- 
cellent example of the artist's sincerity. You 
can hear those women backbiting their neigh- 
bours; and their language is not of the 
choicest variety either! Similarly with the 
two mill girls in the drawing entitled, 
“Mirth.” Their laughter has just that ele- 
ment of malice which indicates that they are 
laughing at, and not with, somebody ; but it is 
infectious laughter, and the onlooker would 
like to join in it. 

. * 

Throughout the pictures, however, there is 
a strong strain of that kindly nature which 
lies beneath the rough, and often coarse, ex- 
terior of the Belfast type. Mr. Conor is at 
his best when he is drawing or painting 
women with children round them; and they 
are attractive little urchins for all their un- 
kemptness. — “ The Darlin’” is a chubby 
little lad, who obviously enjoys the admira- 
ti.a of the two girls who are watching him, 
and the baby in “ The Kiss,’’ whose mother 
is reclining with her feet on a stool, might 
have been a model for one of Maurillo’s 
cherubs if he had his face washed properly 
and had been provided by nature with the 
requisite curls. Another likeable youngster 
is the “ Sulky Child,' whose mother’s face 
is a study. Her smile has just enough 
tenderness to show that she has a certain 
amount of sympathy with the baby’s temper, 
and just enough humour to show that she 
is amused by his exhibition of pique. That, 
with “ The Black Shawl " and the ' Window 
Sill,’ a water-colour fu"! of character, must 
be numbered among the best pictures of the 
show.

But Mr. Conor’s work cannot be appre- 
ciated piecemeal. ‘‘ The Launch,’’ with its 
statuesque figures and its virile conception, 
must be seen in conjunction with the delicate 
treatment of ‘‘ Motherhood” or the ‘ Love 
Bird.” There are a hundred elements in the 
artist’s atmosphere which inform the 
drabbest subject with a rare beauty. Dublin 
has much to learn from Mr. Conor, and his 


popularitv in the Irish capital is a welcome | 


portent. He «xplains Belfast as no writer 
ever could hope to explain it to the South, 
and he succeeds because he tells the truth.

MEDICAL COUNCIL’S 
CUNTROL LAPSED,

" No Similar Act," said Sir Donald 
Macalister, President of the General 
Medical Council, after a reference at a 
Council meeting in London yesterday to 
the Free State Act for regulation of the 
medical profession, ‘‘ had been passed 
relating to the dental profession, and 
accordingly the jurisdiction of the Council 
and of the Dental Board over dentists in 
the Free State had come to an end.” 
He had not learned, Sir Donald went on to 
say, that any local regulation of the 
dental profession had been established in 
its stead. 

Reporting on the position of the Council 
as regards medical education and registra- 
“tion in the Irish Free State, Sir Donald 
Macalister said that the Act passed by the 
Free State Legislature ‘in February last 
made the position clear for a year at least. 

The Act in effect provided that in 
Southern Ireland the Council’s constitu- 
tion and powers and the powers and re- 
sponsibilities of its universities and cor- 
porations should, so long as the Act was 
operative, continue to be regulated by the 
Medical Acts as they were regulated before 
the Irish Free State was established. It 
was, of course, open to the Free State, if it 
thought fit, to renew the Act for a further 
period before its expiry in February, 1926. 

It still remained, for the complete 
validation of the Council’s powers and of 
its acts in the interim period, that com- 
plementary legislation should be adjusted 
in Great Britain. They were informed by 
the Privy Council that the necessary bill 
had been drafted and would shortly be 
laid before Parliament. 

The election of Dr. Leonard Kidd as the 
direct representative for Ireland on the 
Council was notified. 

The Council ordered the name of James 
Gray, registered as ‘‘ Dentist 1921, of 16 
Eglinton street, Belfast,’’ to be erased from 
the Dentists’ Register, for unprofessiona!

great work of reorganisation and purifica- 
tion of our finances.”’ 

M. Caillaux, the French Finance Minis- 
ter, makes this declaration in a statement 
on the French financial position, in which 
he foreshadows the writing down of State 
stocks, and heavy taxation over many 
years. -He calls for the co-operation of 
the country in the renewal of the short- 
term loans. He expresses his belief that 
the sums realised by the sdaaillbos 36" the 
National Defence Bonds will find their 
way back, sooner or later, into the coffers 
of the State. 

WIDE POWERS WANTED. 

“It is just possible,” he says, ‘‘ that 
sudden demands for the conversion of stock 
may take place that at times the Treasury 
may have to cope with heavy repayments, 
which would not worry it at all if it 
possessed a reserve. One of the greatest 
mistakes committed in the past, with these 
numerous and heavy short term obligations, 
has been that no provision was made for 
coping with hi só but temporary, 
demands for repayment, and that no means, 
such as the opening of credit, had been 
decided on to relieve the exceptional difficul- 
ties, which a run of demands for repayment 
might cause the Treasury.”’ 

He states that he intends to introduce a 
bill to meet this contingency, and although 
doubtless there will be no need to mo as 
use of its powers, prudence alone actuates 
him in asking for it. 

“ When,” he adds, ‘‘ the Budgetary situa- 
tion has been cleared up, when the country 
has finished the work of reconstruction in 
the liberated regions, when the question of 
the inter-Allied debts has been settled, and 
when, to put it briefly, all France's obliga- 
tions at present uncertain have been met, 
we shall be faced with a crushing interna- 
tional debt -of 150 milliards in Consolidated 
Hentes, and 130 milliards in short, or very 
short-dated, securities. 

CONVERSION OF SECURITIES... 

“There is nothing to be done until the 
franc has been stabilised, and everything to 
be done the day when it is stabilised. 
Stability will come in accordance with the 
manner in which the great preliminary opera- 
tions which we have outlined are carried 
into effect. 

‘A stabilised frane is equivalent to the 
return, both possible and indeed necessary, 
ot a gold standard, the conversion of State 
securities of all kinds into securities on a 
gold basis, and so ging that the lender 
whose security will be finally consolidated, 
will profit by an improved capital value, but 
will have a lower, though a certain, return, 
This reduction will be exclusively used for 
redemption purposes, and for enhancing the 
national credit, and consequently the credit 
of all undertakings. 

NEW SUCCESSION DUTIES. 

“ Bv means of succession duties, framed 
on a new system, we shall call upon all 
owners of property, both large and small, 
to contribute to these operations. These are 
great measures, which we should hesitate to 
announce if we had not the conviction that 
Budgets and financial arrangements can no 
longer be framed in the limited space of one 
financial year, and that it is necessary to 
contemplate our rations over several years. 
These are too limited measures for those who, 
insufficiently aware of the difficu'ties involved 
by the transfer of capital, have allowed them- 
selves to be captivated by the mirage of 
gigantic plans. These persons will say to us: 
“The hour of bold measures has struck; the 
moment has come to apply the formula 
evolved in the laboratories of {nancial 
alchymists.’ They will not forgive us for 
being more modest in our ideas and remain- 
ing faithful in this matter, as in all others, to 
our ideas and principles. 

WORK AND ECONOMY. 

“Let them allow us to illustrate our con- 
stant doctrines by reproducing what we wrote 
two years ago, ‘Certain politicians,’ we 
wrote, ‘do not perceive that the financial 
pharmacoperia is infinitely more limited than 
the uninstructed imagine. It would be vain 
to try.to discover an elixir enabling the 
peoples to recover in a few instants the health 
that they have compromised by their mis- 
takes. There are on the shelves of this 
symbolical shop one or two remedies, always 
the same and painful to absorb, which give 
results accordingly as the patient resigns him- 
self willingly to them, and submits himself at 
the same time to the régime which their 
efficacy renders necessary. Work and economy 
here is the régime. Many taxes, the heavy 
taxation of all incomes, without exception or 
distinction, and inexorable taxation of 
wealth. Such are the remedies, and apart 
from them all else is a chimera.’’

The eve of the Derby finds Cross Bow a 
firmly established favourite for to- 
morrows great race. If the favourite 
scores it will be a generally popular vic- 
tory, and Lord Astor will not be winning 
out of his turn; for on several occasions 
his horses have played a prominent part 
without actually winning the Derby. 

SIR WALTER GILBEY’S VIEW. 

Sir Walter Gilbey, who is a remarkably 
shrewd judge of horses, stated this after- 
noon that he thought that Cross Bow, bar 
accidents, would win. He added: “I do 
not believe the going, whether it is light 
or heavy, will affect his chance a bit. A 
good horse should win in any going, and 
oyer any distance, and I believe Cross Bow 
to be that. I do not fancy Manna, 
although he is undoubtedly a remarkably 
fast horse, simply and solely because 
Phalaris has never sired a horse who 
could do more than a mile and a quarter 
vet. Since I tipped the first and second 
in the Derby last year, I have received 
many letters from all sorts of people, ask- 
ing me what horse is going to win this 
year. I strongly recommend an each way 
bet on Cross Bow, and I believe Con- 
quistador will run into a place.”’ 

Manna is a firm second favourite, not 
only on account of his victory in the Two 
Thousand Guineas, but because he is the 
mount of Steve Donoghue, while. of the 
others there is a sharp dividing line in 
the market prices between Conquistador, 
Ptolemy II., Solario, St. Becan, Runny- 
mede and Zionist, and the remainder of 
the runners.

form. I question whether be has vet 
strength in proportion to his frame, and 
prefer Bucellas, although in the latter's case 
it is questionable if the down gradients will 
suit him, and I feel sure he will be a better 
horse in the autumn. Nor am I encouraged 
to row in with Conquistador. At Longchamp 
Ptolemy II. gave me the impression of being 
a good horse running in difficulties: yet, 
while I do not condemn him, I shall gain 
nothing if he scores, for I am in doubt as to 
his stamina.

Runnymede is, in my opinion, well 
below what is ordinarily required to win a 
Derby. and inferior to others in this year's 
field. Solario was stopped in his work for a 
few days recently, but his final gallops have 
given satisfaction. His form, both last year 
and this, entitled him to greater considera- 
tion as a Derby horse than has been given 
te him for some time past. It is most un 
likely that Zionist has improved at all since 
he ran second to Cross Bow in the Newmarket 
Stakes, and I have ltth fancy for him 
Warminster and Vicot are spoken of as likely 
outsiders. They are not class horses, and in 
the beliof that CROSS BOW is one I make 
him my selection. St. Becan and Bucellas 
may run the best of the others.

| SHOT BY WOMAN 
IN PARIS. 


ROYALIST NEWSPAPER 
OFFICLAL DEAD.

M. Berger, the Treasurer of the Action 
Francaise, the French Royalist newspaper, 
who was shot near the Saint Lazare Station, 
Paris, yesterday, died later in the hospital 
without recovering consciousness. The 
following details of the assassination are 
given by Reuter’s Correspondent : — 

In the midst of the dense crowd, surging 
in and out of the Metro at noon, a shot 
rang out, and a man, who proved to be 
the Treasurer of the League of the Action 
Francaise, fell, wounded in the head. 
Nobody has yet come forward who saw the 
shot fired. 

The Action Francaise attributes the 
shooting to political vengeance by an 
Anarchist or Communist. M. Berger was 
taken to the Hospital of Beaujon, but died 
at six o'clock in the evening without having 
regained consciousness, 

Later a woman named Marie Bonnefoy; 
a native of Teilhde, Puy de Dome, gave 
herself up to the police. She is stated to 
have declared that she was the assassin 
of M. Berger. 

She told the examining magistrate that 
she had committed the crime because she 
had a grudge against the directors of the 
Action Francaise, to whom she had 
written to say that spies were at work on 
the Céte D'Azur. These statements seem 
to indicate that the woman is a victim cf 
‘persecution mania.” 


EXPRESS DERAILED. 


ANOTHER MISHAP ON PARIS. 
ORLEANS LINE. 


From ‘‘ Tue Times ' CORRESPONDENT, 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

A serious railway accident, which caused 
no loss of life, occurred this morning between 
Arpajov and Dourdan, twenty miles from 
Paris, on the Paris-Orleans line. An express 
train from Paris to Nantes ran off the line in 
a section which was under repair. Three 
coaches were. overturned, the corridor side of 
the train being smashed against the steel 
poles which are to carry the electric cables 
when the line is electrified. Nobody was in 
the corridor, and only two persons were 
seriously injured. 

This adds one more to the numerous acci- 
dents which have happened during the last 
few months on the Paris-Orleans line, all of 
them apparently due to defects in the per- 
manent way. 


EARTHQUAKE AND FIRE. 
JAPAN’S CASUALTIES AND 
MATERIAL DAMAGE. 

“Tug Times’’ CoRRESPONDENT. 

TOKYO, Tuesday. 

I have visited the whole district affected 
by last Saturday’s earthquake, and have 
gained the impression that the catastrophe, 
although very serious, was not so extensive 
as the first report suggested. Nearly all the 
casualties were caused by fire. Reports per- 
sist in stating that 600 people were killed, 
though the authorities do not admit half that 
number of deaths. 

At Toyooka, where the police admit that 
83 persons perished, 1,500 out of 2,000 houses 
were burned down, and of the rest none was 
undamaged. A fresh shock occurred there 
at one o'clock this morning, and shook down 
many-of the tottering houses, again unnerv- 
ing the sorely tried refugees.

WELCOME AT BLOEMFONTEIN. 
BLOEMFONTEIN, Tuesday. 

The: second day of the Prince's visit to 
Bioemfontein has proved one of the brightest 
of the tour. At the Bloemfontein Club His 
Royal Highness, accompanied by all the mem- 
bers of his étaff, was entertained to luncheon 
by the. Municipality. Nearly all the rest of 
the company were Dutchmen. The Dutch 
guests conversed freely with the visitors frons 
overseas. 

There were only two speeches—one of thirty 
words by the Admunistrator, in which he 
welcomed the Prince, and referred to the 
visit, and its effect for good on the relations 
between the British and the Dutch. 

The Prince responded in a speech of five 

words, thauking them for their great wel- 
come. 
When the Prince visited the monument to 
President J. H. Brand, the famous -President 
of the Orange Free State, he was surrounded 
by thousands of the inhabitants, who gave 
him a rousing welcome, and crowded round 
the Royal cars.

The Air Ministry announces that as the 
result of an accident at Andover on Monday 
evening Corporal Sydney Ronald Wilson, of 
No. 12 Squadron, was killed while engaged 
im a practice parachute jump. 

At the inquest held by the 
Coroner yesterday afternoon a verdict of 
death from misadventure was returned. Fly- 
mg Officer Horace John White said that he 
was the pilot of the mgchine that took up 
Wilson for the purpose of practising para- 
chute dropping. At a height of 1,900 feet 
witness throttled down the engine for the 
test. The deceased man had to jump first and 
then pull the rip cord to open the parachute. 
He got down the ladder, but seemed a 
little tremulous. The witness saw his hand 
on the rip cord, but did not see him pull. 

Flying Officer Frank Soden thought that 
when the pilot opened out the engine Wilson 
was taken unawares, felt himself going, let go 
the cord, and tried to clutch the ladder. 
being too panic-stricken to find the rip cord 
afterwards. 

Wilson was aged 25, and belonged to New

PRESIDENT CCOLIDGE’S VIEW.

Captain Bernier, of the Canadian ex- 
ploration ship Arctic, expresses confidence 
in Captain Amundsen’s ability to return. 
‘Fully knowing Amundsen as I do,” he 
said to-day, “I do not think he would 
return with his work uncompleted.

OBITUARY. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 
REPINGTON, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Charles A’Court Reping- 
ton, the well-known writer on military sub- 
jects, died suddenly, of apoplexv, at his 
residence at Hove on Monday night.  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Repington was born on the 
29th of January, 1858. He was educated at 
Eton and Sandhurst, and entered the Rifle 

Brigade in 1878. 

-sit accomplished soldier,, he had seen con- 
siderable service. He tpok part in the 
Atghan War of 1878 to 1879 and got the 
medal and three clasps. Some nine years’ 
later he foucht in Burmah, and in the Soudan 
War of i898 he was twice mentioned in de- 
spatches, was promoted Brevet-Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and awarded the British and the 
Khedive's medals with three clasps. The 
South Atrican War (1899 to 1900) saw him 
once again in action, and again he got a 
medal and three clasps, wag twice mentioned 
in despatches, and was created C.M.G. 

Till 1902 he was Military Attaché at Brus- 
sels and the Haque. Then he joined T'Ae 
Times staff as Military Correspondent, and 
his forcible and often brilliant writiur made 
his name a household word with soldiers and 
with all who took an interest in Army 
matters. 

During the Great War his active part in 
the sheli controversy of 1915 brought him into 
conflict with Mr. Lloyd George, and led to 
very animated interchanges in the Press and 
in the Commons House of Parliament. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Repington ceased soon 
afterwards to represent 7'he Times, and 
wrote with unabated vigour for the Morning 
Post, and in more recent years for the Daily 
Telegraph. He was created a Commander of 
the Order of Leopold and an Officer of the 
Legion of Honour. Among his best-known 
publications are ‘‘ Vestigia *’ (1919); “ Diary” 
(1920); and ‘‘ After the War ” (1922).

SPEEDING-UP THOUSING. 


NEW MEASURE IN THE NORTH. 

A new Housing Bill was introduced in the 
Northern Ireland House of Commons, and 
yesterday Sir Dawson Bates moved the second 
reading of the measure. 

The principal feature of the bill is an 
extension of the Government subsidy for 
working-class houses from £60 to £80 per 
house, provided that the houses are com- 
pleted within four months from the date of 
the commencement of the building. The 
measure also gives local authorities power, if 
they so desire, to remit the rates on these 
houses for a period of ten years. 

Under the existing Act local . authorities 
have already pbwer to give an additional sub- 
sidy of £40 towards each house. The new 
bill extends the provision for housing to rural! 
as well as urban districts. 

Mr. Kyle (Labour) said that he considered 
that the Government should bring in a bill 
to give them houses to let instead of for sale. 
He complained that the Government's pro- 
posals would bolster up private énterprise, 
which, he declared, had failed to provide 
houses. 

Mr. Rowley Elliott contended that in en- 
couraging private enterprise the Government 
was doing the best thing to cet suflicient 
houses. He suggested that the time for 
building houses in the rural districts shonid 
be extended from four to six months and a 
clause introduced to exempt periods of strikes. 

The debate was adjourned until to-day.

Sir James Craig, Prime Minister, in the 
Northern House of Commons yesterday, 
announced that experts were examining all 
available data in regard to the proposed 
drainage of the Bann.

The change would give £8,000 additional 
revenue and would mean saving in adminis- 
trative charges. In his Budget statement he 1 
had shown a net surplus of £11,000, and to 
that there had to be added thig £8,000, 
making a net win roughly, of £20,000. 

NO TAX ON GAMES. 

He proposed to extend the exemption from 
entertainments tax not only to the Gaelic 
Athletic Association events, but also to 
Rugby and Association football and other 
outdoor games. The cost would be £10,000, 

Unless they were prepared to impose fresh 
charges in some other way, there was only 
available for all the concessions deputies 
might desire to press for in the Committee 
stage only about £10,000. It might be 
argued that they should have left £100,000 
available, but no relief of taxation had been 
given since the establishment of the. 
Saorstat, and they felt that they were at the 
point where the country was really giving 
its mind very definitely to economic matters, 
and to the development of new resources and 
enterprises, and that the utmost concessions 
should be given in the way of taxation con- 
sistent with the prospect of being able to 
continue the reductions next year. 

They were, during the present year and 
next year, depending on a good deal of col- 
lection of arrears of income tax, and they 
expected that at the end of next year that 
would be dried up. The protective duties 
they had imposed would not be yielding 
revenue to any large extent. They had been, 
no doubt, successful in starting new indus- 
tries, and the increased wages paid would 
lead to increased yield of taxes, and what 
they might lose on protective tariffs they 
might gain on the stimulus given to in- 
dustries. 

GENERAL IMPROVEMENT NEEDED. 

It was only in its general improvement 
they would find anything to compensate for 
the loss of exceptional revenue they were at 
present getting. It was only in the stimulus 
of industries they could hope to continue re- 
ductions. They certainly could not go any 
further with any certainty that they would 
not have to retrace their steps. They had 
set aside a sum for contingencies, but it was 
not excessive. 

It would-not be easy to avoid new charges 
at the end of the coming year, unless there 
was an improvement generally in the 
country—unless there were new industries 
and increased production. He believed that 
the legislative measures they had taken— 
schemes like the beetroot industry, the 
Shannon, the Barrow and other drainage 
schemes—would have their result. 

Deputies, he thought, must face the stern 
fact that there was absolutely no use im 
proposing changes or concessions which 
would involve loss to the revenue unless they 
were prepared to propose measures that 
would make up the revenue lost. 

They were going to borrow for compensa- 
tion, for the Shannon scheme, the Barrow, 
and, perhaps, for housing, and they must be 
in a position to have the confidence 
of ian who had the money to invest. 
If thev were not conducting their finances 
on sound and reasonable lines there was no 
deubt that the possibilities of getting money 
on fair and reasonable terms by borrowing 
would disappear. ‘They could now get money 
on good terms, and could go on with a pro- 
ject like the Shannon scheme without hesita- 
tion or doubt that they would pay. 

A BLOW TO TRADE. 

Mr. Good expressed regret that the Minis- 
ter had not referred to the question of 
taxation on wearing apparel coming through 
Dublin for trade with the North of Ireland 
and elsewhere. The only result of the im- 
position of the ad valorem duty would be the 
loss of that business to the Dubiin traders. 
He thought that the duty should be removed 
when the articles were only passing through 
the Free State. The loss of the trade would 
mean unemployment. 

Major Bryan Cooper said that the country 
and the Dail were in favour of the experiment 
in Protection, but they were still collecting 
their revenue with a machinery which was 
set up to deal with a comparatively few 
simple taxes, and he did not think that the 
officials charged with the onerous duty of 
collecting taxes realised how the shoe 
pinched .on the ordinary individual. The 
machinery required a littie remodelling. They 
should also state definitely and in detail the 
articles protected and not leave the matter 
entirely in the bands of the Revenue Com- 
missioners, 

A G@ACON TAX,

He made no reference, how- 
ever, to a tax on agricultural products. They 
were free to consider the whole of that matter 
during the year and ‘‘see anything could 
be done.’’ 

SUGAR BEET PROJECT. 
Referring to the sugar beet project, Mr. 
Blytho said that there would be no fortune 
for farmers in beet sugar, but it was with a 
view to its agricultural results that they were 
giving the matter attention. The proposal 
to tax barley, he said, was not deserving cf 
consideration. 

Incoine tax was due to the Saorstát, the 
Minister continued, and all reasonable oppor- 
tunities and time would be given to those who 
showed a disposition to pay. 

The distinction between bottles imported 
as containers and those imported empty was 
made advisedly, the Minister went on. They 
kept a running account with certain traders, 
and if they exported a certain number of 
bottles full they allowed the importation of a 
similar number of empties.

FISHERIES BILL. 
NO MORE VOTING BY PROXY. 
On the Report stage of Fisheries several 
amendments proposed by Mr. E. Duggan 
were adopted. One of these abolishes the 
system of voting by proxy at elections for 
Boards of Conservators. Another amendment, 
inserted .at the suggestion of Major Bryan 
oper, provides for the appointment of an 
Apreal Tribunal, who will have power to 
annul or confirm any by-law, definition rule, 
or order of the Minister. 
A new section was added to the bill, trans- 
ferring to the Minister of Fisheries the power 
of appointing water bailiffs or other officers. 
In connection with this Mr. Shaw urged 
rotection for brown-trout, thousands of which 
a said were taken every year from the lakes 
in Westmeath, saited and packed in barrels. 
Mr. Gorey urged that the Civic Guards 
shouid be utilised more extensively for the 
protection of inland fisheries. 
An amendment providing for prosecutions 
at the suit of private individuals under the 
Fisheries Act was moved by Mr. Duggan and 
opposed by Messrs. Johnson and Hewat, 
Major Cooper, who had an amendment on 
similar lines, said the object of the Bill was 
to encourage the ordinary citizen to take an 
interest in the protection and development of 
the fisheries of the country. 
On a division the amendment was carried 
by 34 votes to 6 
The Report stage was passed, and the next 
stage was fixed for Friday. 


DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE. 
The Documentary Evidence Bill, 1925, was 
passed the second stage. 

President Cosgrave said that it was neces- 
sary to provide by statute legal methods<of 
proving Acts of Parliament, and the simplest 
way was to produce copies from the 
Stationery Office. 

The next stage was fixed for Tuesday. 


PENSIONS. 
The Superannuation and Pensions (Amend- 
ment) Bull, 1925, also received the second 
reading. Mr. Blythe said that this was to 
enable certain ex-National Teachers to have 
the benefits of the Increase in Pensions Act of 
1920, and of the Superannuation Act of 1923, 


PATENTS AND TRADE MARKS, 

The second stage of “the Industrial and 
Commercial Property (Protection) Bill, 1925, 
was taken. 

Mr. McGilligan said that the measure re- 


patents, trade crks.and copyrights. Patents 
were needed to insure some things which 
were of a commercial value. The French 
system was to stamp the application for a 
patent with the date on which it was re- 
ceived. The British system was to make 
a search for fifty years back. They 
would adopt a system which would 
lean towards tho British system, In 
order to get the full commercial value for a 
vatent it was necessary that a search should 
made over a long period and with great 
care. y 
The main date about patents was the date 
on which the application was received, and 
the application for a patent had to be accom- 
panied by a provisional specification, and after 
a certain date a complete specification had 
to be filed. 

Applications filed prior to 6th December, 
1921, would hold good. Since 6th December, 
1921, there had been over 2,000 applications 
received, and these were to be dated and 
would be considered in contrast with the date 
of any similar applications filed in Great 
Britain during the same period. 

The norma! time for which a patent would 
extend would be sixteen years, which might, 
under special circumstances, be extended by 
five years. 

COPY RIGHT. 

The copyright in designs and trade marks 
was much on the same lines, though the 
machinery was not quite so cumberous or 
involved. The copyright in designs lasted 
five years ; that in trade marks fourteen years. 

In the matter of designs, after the passage of 
the Act no one would be allowed to register 
as a trade mark for goods any place-name 
suggestive of origin in the Free State unless 
that article was manufactured in the Free 
State. For those goods which already bore 
lrish place-names or names suggestive of the 
Free State, but not made in the country, a 
period of six months would be allowed from 
the date on which the Act came into opera- 
tion to make some change. 
The question of cuneate remained much as 
it existed prior to the Treaty, with certain 
minor amendments, mainly suggested by the 
Irish Playwrights’ Union. For instance, in 
the future the onus would be on the lessee of 
a hall to see that the copyright of any play 
produced therein was not infringed. The 
period of copyright remained as it was.

The Speaker, in his 
most acid tones, replied that he had no objec- 
tion; but that if Captain Benn wished to 
censure his conduct he must table a motion 
in the proper manner. Captain Benn there- 
upon proceeded to do so. j 

The Funeral Service at the Abbey for Lord 
Ypres was responsible for the absence from 
the House of a large number.of Ministers 
and members; and, consequently, Major 
Tryon had but A sparse audience when he 
introduced the Pensions Estimates. It is 
doubtful whether He regarded the fact with 
any great satisfaction; but the estimate for 
the Pensions Ministry is the largest single 
vote for any of tre Government Departments, 
amounting to over 66 millions. Further, since 
1917 the aggregate expenditure on war 
pensions amounts to a sum sufficient to pay 
off virtually the whole of the pre-war National 
Debt. Major Tryon pointed out that, in all, 
over two’ million men, women, and children 
were receiving allowances. 

The reduction of the vote. by £100 was 
moved by Mr. F. Roberts, who was 
Minister of Pensions in the Labour Govern- 
ment. He was a little uneasy as to whether 
justice was done in all cases. He considered 
that the time had come for the setting up of 
a Select Committee, representative of all 
parties in the House, to delve into the in- 
tricacies of pensions administration, and try 
to find some method of removing all doubts. 

Generally speaking, the Pensions Minister 
had nothing very serious to meet in the way 
of criticism. Such fault-finding as was ex 
pressed was directed, in the main, to details 
of administration. On principle, all parties 
seemed to be pretty well agreed, and there 
was a consensus of opinion that those who 
had suffered as the result of the war were 
entitled to the most generous treatment. 

Pethaps the most ¢utspoken critic was 
Captain Gee, V.C., the Conservative member 
for Bosworth. He was not at all pleased 
with the Minister's explanation of the posi- 
tion. Ex-Service men, he said, had asked for 
bread and had been given a stone. The 
Minister’s sympathy was so cold that it would 
freeze the tears on a sinner’s face in hell. In 
this matter he announced his intention of 
voting against the Government. 

The motion for the reduction of the vote 
was defeated by 279 votes to 149. 


NEW LONDON PLAYS. 
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“TELL ME MORE” AT THE 
WINTER GARDEN.

LONDON ; Tuesday. 

The coming of the warmer weather and the 
numerous attractiohis of the London season 
have hit many West End theatres rather 
badly, but there was no lack of first-night 
enthusiasm when “Tell Me More’’ was pro- 
produced at the Winter Garden. 

The production is somewhat flamboyant in 
character—as; perhaps, befits a scene laid in 
New York—and it is crammed with exquisite 
American idioms, 

Miss Heather Thatcher, as a New York 
society girl who falls in love with a shop- 
walker, plays her strenuous part admirably, 
and Leslie Henson, as the shopwalker, is his 
inimitable self. 

The dancing, which is a feature of ths 
chorus work, is superb, and the music excel- 
lent. Mr Clande Hulbert, Miss Vers 
Lennox and Mr. Arthur Margetson all helped 
the success of this jolly little show. 


“ THE CHERRY ORCHARD” AT 
THE LYRIC, HAMMERSMITH. 


‘Anton Tchehov obtains his masterly effects 
by a method peculiarly his own. To quote the 
producer's note, “ He selects from life a mass 
of detail, apparently trivial or irrelevant, 
biending it with his main theme.” 

Uhe result in “‘ The Cherry Orchard,” pro- 
duced by Mr. J. B. Fagan, is a very heautiful 
and impressive play. The first act is, perhaps, 
somewhat bewildering, but as the play pro- 
gresses one sees the beauty and truth of the 
author's idea shining clearly through the 
apparent chaos. 

It was a larger Orchard than Madame 
Ranevsky’s to which he referred, and if 
there was pathos in the passing of the old 
regime, there was hope and joy in the pro- 
mise of a brighter future. os 
‘ The production, like the acting, was 
curiously unequal. The first, second and last 
acts were lmpressive in their sombre sugges- 
tion. Miss Mary Gray had a difficult task 
in portraying the part of Madame Ranevsky, 
and if she did not quite suggest the tragic 
beauty of this sorrowing woman, she yet 
managed to make her an interesting per- 
sonality, although her performance was too 
much on the same note. 

The same trouble applies to the rest of the 
cast. Their voices were all pitiful on the 
same monotonous key, with the exception of 
Mr. John Gielgud, as the student, and Mr. 
O. BB. Clarence, as the old manservant. 
These two artists frequently made their parts 
both vital and. moving. 

“The Cherry Orchard” is undoubtedly a 
beautiful and great play, but its note of sad- 
ness and regret is too persistent to attract 
the modern playgoer.

POSTAL WORKERS | 
" AND STRIKES,

OBNOXIOUS RULE 
ABANDONED, - 


Following the receipt from the Secretary 
of the Free State Departrhent of' Posts 
and Telegraphs of a communication inti- 
mating that official recogi:tion could no 
longer be extended to the organisation 
while the strike clause iemained part of 
the rules, . e Irish Postal Workers’ Union 
have expunged the offending clause. This 
action was taken, an Irish Times reporter 
learned yesterday, at a: private session of 
the Union Delegate Conference held in 


Dublin. 

The letter, which gave the Government 
view of the matter in detail, was sent about a 
month ago. It is stated that the right to 
strike by civil servants was a principle which 
could not be admitted, and requested the 
withdrawal of Rule 18, which deals with the 
machinery for effecting a strike, and lays it 
down that no cessation of work can take 
place unless authorised by two-thirds of the 
Union members. 

The letter added that failing the deletion of 
the rule. the Department could not recognise 
the Union. This, in effect, meant that if the 
clause was not deleted the society and its 
officials would have ceased to exist, as far as 
the Department of Posts and Telegraphs was 
concerned, representations on behalf of their 
members would have been ignored, and the 
Department would have refused to negotiate 
with the Union. 

It is understood that when the proposal was 
considered by the Postal Workers’ Union 
conference, the motion to rescind the 
obnoxious clause was unanimously adopted. 
It is pointed out that the two old Unions. 
which were organised as the present Postal 
Workers’ Union a few years ago, struck work, 
although their rules did not contain a strike 
clause. 

The Union point of view is expressed in the 
statement made by a postal worker yesterday : 
“Tt is no wonder that retirements under 
Article 10 of the Treaty are costing the 
country so much when the Government adopts 
such a hostile attitude towards the postal 
workers,’ 

In an interview yesterday, an official of the 
Department stated the Government view. He 
explained that neither of the two Unions 
which amalgamated forces after the postal 
strike of 1922 had a strike clause in their 
rules. But in the drafting of the new rules 
a strike clause was inserted. ‘‘It was neces- 
sarv, of course, for the new Union to get 
formal recognition, and that recognition was 
held up for a considerable time, in view of 
the declaration of the Executive Council that 
the right of civil servants to go on strike 
could not be admitted. The strike clause was 
an entirely new departure, and the Depart- 
ment’s request to rescind it was a reasonable

DUBLIN HOSPITALS' 
BUDGET PROBLEM. 


_——— 
IS ST.TE SUPPORT DESIRABLE? 


The recurring deficits on the working of 
public hospitals continue to provoke the 
anxiety of those who interest themselves in 
the institutions. 

Yesterday, at the annual meeting of the 
Meath Hospital, Dublin, the question of State 
support was discussed. 

e report presented to the meeting stated 
that there was a fall of £170 in subscriptions, 
They had started the vear with an overdraft 
of £127 8s. 3d.; the expenditure was £17,041 
3s., and the total income £12,946 19s. 6d. 
The deficiency of £4,084, with the balance 
due to the bank, was partly met by the pro- 
ceeds of a £5,000 Derby Ballot organised by 
Mr. R. J. Dugzan, portion of which was in- 
vested, leaving the hospital indebted to the 
bank to the extent of £977. 

Mr, W. 8. Coilis, proposing the adoption of 
the report, said that during the year under 
review they had admitted a greater number 
of patients than ever before. The outlook, 
however, was very gloomy, because their in- 
come was £5,000 or £4,000 less than their 
yearly expenditure. Since the war they had 

ail several unusual sources of income, such 
as.Government grants for treating soldiers, a 
fete, and two sweeps—means of raising 
money which they could not look to regu- 
larly. If public support failed, they would 
have to cut down the accommodation and 
close some of the beds. 

Alderman O'Connor, seconding, said that it 
was mortally impossibie for the Dubiin hospi- 
tals Lo carry on without State aid. Supporters 
of the hospitals had left the country, and it 
was the duty of the Government to come to 
the hospitals’ aid. 

Chief Justice Kennedy, who presided, in 

putting the motion (which was carried), 
stated that although patients were now 
asked to pay what they could afford towards 
the cost of their maintenance in hospital, 
what they gave did not even approach the 
cost of maintenance, attention, operations, 
and so on. The upkeep of hospitals was a 
big problem, for they all knew that many 
wha formerly subscribed to their upkeep had 
left the country. Perhaps another source of 
income might be found in those who had been 
relieved in their income tax. (Laughter. ) 
_ Mr. M. Stafford proposed that the increas- 
ing demand on the resources of the hospital 
by the sick poor, and the invariable relief 
given to so many, entitled the institution to 
more extended support. He thought it was 
the duty of the State to help the hospitals. 

Dr. Maguire, seconding, said that he was 
not altogether in favour of the State giving 
very large grants, because it would raise the 
very important principle of voluntary contri- 
butions. There seemed to be an impression 
that the Dublin hospitals were self-support- 
img, as they were receiving fees from the 
majority of the patients. at, to some ex- 
tent, made those who would be inclined to 
subscribe hesitate... The contrary was the 
fact. What would it be if it was known that 
the State came frward and agreed to give a 
substantial grant? He thought there should 
be some other mode by which the public 
would give a generous and extened support 
to their hospitals. 

The resolution was adopted.

DEATH UNDER ANASTHESIA. 


The first death recorded under regional 
novocaine an@sthesia was investigated by the 
Westminster Coroner yesterday, at an inquest 
on William Wilson, aged 60, a farm bailiff. 

Wilson was oper on for stomach trouble 
and the operation had been successfully done 
when he showed signs of collapse, and died 
despite al] remedial measures, including heart 
massace. 

A doctor stated that regional novocaine 
anesthesia was given where one would not 
dare to give a general anesthetic. He had 
given the anesthetic 105 times, and till now 
he had neither read nor heard of a case in 
which it had caused death. The method had 
been employed for fifteen years, and was 
originated by Dr. le Bas, a French doctor. 

Observing that it was the first case of the 
kind that he had come across, and was rather 
an historical case, the Coroner recorded a 
verdict of death by misadventure. He said 
that he was satisfied with everything that the 
doctors had done.

POET AND “ FINANCIER ” 
SENT TO JAIL. 

Edward Boothby, “ho was stated to be 
an Rnoglishman, was sentenced to six monuis’ 
imprisonment at the Athlone District Court, 
on a charge of having obtained board and 
lodgings at the Grand Hotel, Athlone, by 
false pretences. He was also charged with 
attempting to procure, by the same means, 
£25 trom the proprietor of the hotel, Mr. 
William McCann, 

From the evidence, it appeared that 
Boothby represented that he was the agent 
of a British financial company, whose Mhaire 
in Ireland represented £125,000 capital. In 
the course of his visit to the West of Ire- 
land he was stated to have discussed 
marriage with a widow, the owner of a 
public-house. 

Mr. McCann said that Boothby asked him 
to take shares in the firm which he was 
supposed to represent. Two would cost £125, 
but, as he was to have Mr. McCann an. 
pointed an employé of the concern, the 
shares would cost him only £25, which would 
represent a month's board and lodging. 
When he asked for £5 down Mr. McCann 
became suspicious, and communicated with 
the police. 

Sergeant Casey, of the Civic Guard, stated 
that when he went to arrest Boothby he 
found him penning a love-letter in verse. 
Superintendent Hunt told the Court that 
among the letters found on Boothby was one 
from a woman in the West, who stated that 
she had a bar and grocery, and three 
children. She expressed sorrow that thev 
could not come to an agreement. because thev 
were of different religions, and her Church 
was very much against mixed marriages. 

In a letter to a Ballinasloe man, Boothby 
said that his firm of financial agents wanted 
two or three smart assistants, who might 
acquire an interest in it to the extent of two 
or three shares of £125 each, by deposit of 
ten per cent., with £10 monthly salary, plus 
out-of-pocket expenses and commission, to 
make the average earnings £1 a day. 

Boothby Pleaded guilty, and, several pre- 
vious convictions having 
tence of six months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour, was passed.

The anuual general meeting of the Guardian 
Assurance Company, Ltd., was held yesterday 
at the head office of the company, No. 68 King 
William street, London, E.C.—the Hon.

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the report and accounts, referred to, first, the 
loss the company had sustained by reason of 
the deaths of Sir Gilbert W. Fox, Mr. George 
Atherton and Mr. Walter John New. Con 
tinuing,; he said that as to the Life Depart- 
ment they submitted the quinquennial valua- 
tion. The surplus of assets over liabilities 
amounted to the substantial sum of £648,549. 
This permitted the directors to allot to the 
holders of participating policies the sum of 
£500,000, of which £16,515 had already been 
paid away as interim bonuses on claims during 
the quinquennium. The proprietors received 
£125,000, leaving to carry forward to the 
quinquennium they had now enterwl upon 
approximately £40,000. 

As some surprise might be expressed that 
the bonuses to be distributed were so good, 
notwithstanding that one-fifth of the profits 
of the Life Department was transferred to the 
proprietors, he should, perhaps, explain that 
the several contributions to surplus by the 
non-participating policies were, together, ap- 
proximately equivalent to the proprietors’ 
share in the profits of the quinquennium. 

The actuary’s report gave detailed informa. 
tion as to the methods adopted in valuing the 
liabilities. The directors were satisfied that 
the tables employed were very stringent, and 
that the resources had not been strained to 
produce the large bonuses which were then 
about to be declared.
